Money  order 
or  draft  fee  may  be  deducted  from  amount  of  order.  Two 
per  cent  discount  allowed  on  all  orders  accompanied  with 
cash  in  full. 

PACKING — 

Prices  quoted  in  this  catalog  DO  NOT  INCLUDE 
PACKING  AND  BOXING.  This  service  will  be  charged 
for  at  actual  cost  of  labor  and  material  used. 

C.  0.  D.  SHIPMENTS— 

Orders  for  stock  to  be  shipped  C.  O.  D.  must  be  accom¬ 
panied  with  25%  of  the  amount  of  the  order.
